Architects For Check Pair Linked 
To Hotel Stickup 
Juvenile Hall, 
Hospital Hired 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors today entered into 
contracts with two Marin archi­ 
tectural firms for design of a 
170-bed county hospital build­ 
ing and a 20-bed addition to the 
juvenile hall in Lucas Valley. 
An estimate by County Ad­ 
ministrator Donald A. Jensen 
placed the total architects’ fees 
for the two projects at $108,- 
400. $97,000 of which would be 
paid in the coming fiscal year. 
The firm of CrawTord 
and 
Banning of San Rafael will de­ 
sign the hospital, estimated cost 
of which is $1,155,000. 
San Rafael architect Rolland 
B. Hammond is to design the 
juvenile hall addition, 
which 
is expected to cost $200,000. 
Preliminary 
plans of both 
projects are due by June 15 
under terms of the contracts. 
Financing is to be arranged 
on a lease-purchase plan, the 
board decided some weeks ago. 
Jensen 
recommended 
today 
that the board declare its in­ 
tent to include 
in 
the final 
county budget two balancing 
items, an expense item of $97.- 
000 for the architects’ fees and 
an offsetting revenue item of 
$97,000 representing proceeds 
of a loan under the lease-pur­ 
chase arrangement. 
This was finally done, after 
Supervisor William D. Fussel- 
man objected. Fusselman said 
the expense item should go into 
the budget since the contracts 
were signed, but that there is 
not now any firm commitment 
of the loan to justify including 
the revenue item.

New Way 
To Store 
Blood Told 


CHELSEA, Mass. IF — The 
Navy today took the wraps off 
a development which is expect­ 
ed to revolutionize storage and 
use of blood. 
Hitherto red cells have had. 
a usable life of not more than 
a month, often not more than 
20 days. 
But Navy medical officers 
disclosed more than 500 en­ 
tirely successful transfusions 
have been made at the U.S. 
Naval Hospital here with blood 
stored anywhere from a month 
to two years, and they think 
two years will not long remain 
a limit. 
Blood is transferred to a 
fractionator, which works on 
the same principle as a cream 
separator. The fractionator sep­ 
arates the red cells from other 
elements. The red cells then 
are mixed in glycerine and 
placed in a freezer. The gly­ 
cerine prevents formation of 
ice crystals which would de­ 
stroy the red cells. 
Everything hinges on pre­ 
serving the red cells. Storage 
of plasma poses no problem.

Bill Signed 
Raising Rail. 


Job Benefits 


WASHINGTON UPl — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower signed a bill 
today to increase retirement 
and unemployment benefits to 
the nation’s railroad workers. 
The President made no com­ 
ment in taking the action. 
The bill, which came out of 
Congress May 5, was opposed 
by railroad 
management as 
unjust and out of line with 
Social Security benefits paid in 
other lines of work. 
It 
raised 
the 
retirement 
benefits of approximately 840,’ 
000 railroad employees by 10 
per cent and increases unem­ 
ployment benefits by 20 per 
cent, effective June 1. 
Both the railroads and the 
workers will have to pay high­ 
er payroll taxes to cover the 
increases. 
Checks of about 364.000 al­ 
ready retired workers will be 
raised from $118 to $130 a 
month.

ASSIGNED TO STUDY 
The Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee. however, assigned all of 
his tax measures to a subcom­ 
mittee for study. 
This delay indicated the fate 
of the administration’s 256 mil­ 
lion-dollar tax plan won’t be 
decided until the closing weeks 
of the 1959 Legislature. Ad­ 
journment, by law, is June 19. 
More than 1,000 opponents 
of the labor relations bill jam­ 
med the Assembly chamber— 
no committee room was big 
enough—and spilled out into 
the hall for the Senate commit­ 
tee hearing yesterday. 
FARMERS KILL IT 
Farmers carried the measure 
down, just as their objections 
helped kill Brown’s minimum 
wage bill. They contended it 
would result in unionization of 
agricultural workers. 
Only Assemblyman A l l e n 
Miller (D-San Fernando), who 
introduced the legislation, and 
Roger McAfee. 20-year-old Fres­ 
no farmer, spoke for it. Organ­ 
ized labor remained silent. 
The bill sought to set up a 
procedure by which employees 
in intra-state commerce could 
select unions to represent them. 
COURT INJUNCTIONS 
It also would have repealed 
present provisions which per­ 
mit employers to get court in­ 
junctions against jurisdictional 
disputes. 
A spokesman for the Califor­ 
nia Lima Bean Growers Assn. 
spelled out the fears of a pa­ 
rade of farm witnesses. The 
bill, he said, was “an engraved 
invitation for labor unions to 
organize farm labor.” 
Gilford Rowland, represent­ 
ing Federated Employers of 
San 
Francisco, 
charged 
the 
terms were “rigged entirely for 
labor.” 
Miller denied this, and as­ 
serted 
that 
employers 
have 
abused the use of injunctive 
relief. 
McAfee, his lone supporter, 
described corporation farmers 
on the west side of the San 
Joaquin Valley as the leading 
opponents to the bill. He said 
the measure would help raise 
farm workers’ standard of liv­ 
ing.

would have meant more than 
20 million dollars in taxes to 
cities, counties and local school 
districts. Assemblyman Thomas 
J. 
MacBride 
(D-Sacramento) 
said he saw no hope of reviv­ 
ing his measure this session. 
MacBride sought to authorize 
a possessory interest tax on 
equipment and materials that 
the federal government takes 
title to while the items are 
used for defense contract work. 
It would most affect missile, 
aircraft and electronics indus­ 
tries with defense contracts. 
Many areas levied the tax 
until 1958, when the state Su­ 


preme Court ruled it was il­ 
legal without legislative author­ 
ization. 
The bill was supported by 
the California S u p e r v i s o r s 
Assn., the League of California 
Cities and the California Teach­ 
ers Assn., among others. 
They said many school dis­ 
tricts would be in difficulties 
without possessory interest tax 
funds. 
The only witness to testify 
against the measure was John 
Canaday of Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. He said no other state 
has passed a possessory interest 
tax this year while nine states 
defeated such bills.

Time To Take Close Look 
At Government Paychecks 


Personal income in California during 
1958 rose nearly a billion 250 million 
dollars above 1957’s total, a report just 
released by the State Department of 
Finance shows. 
This is an increase of approximately 
3.5 per cent, twice the percentage gain 
experienced nationwide. 
The gain is a fine indication of the 
financial firmness of our state’s econ­ 
omy. It also indicates the great growth 
under way in the state. 
But the figures have some discour­ 
aging aspects and a warning or two. 
Wages and salaries in the mining indus­ 
try declined 4.2 per cent. Transporta­ 
tion was off 2.9 per cent and trade dip­ 
ped several tenths of one per cent. 
There were spectacular gains, how­ 
ever, and these should come as the 
warning. Largest increase in wages and 
salary during 1958 was in state and local 
government. These employees received 


250 million dollars more last year than 
in the year before, a whopping increase 
of 12.2 per cent. 
Second highest classification was in 
the federal government’s civilian em­ 
ployees, up nearly 100 million dollars, 
for a 7.4 per cent gain. 
Highest in a 
non-governmental classification was in 
construction, which gained 6.6 per cent, 
barely nosing out the military, which 
increased 6.5 per cent. 
Thus three of the four top gainers are 
tax-supported classifications— and who 
would say the construction industry 
isn’t tax supported, although not tax 
subsidized. 
When more than 20 per cent of the 
state’s wages and salaries are being paid 
to governmental employees, and they 
are growing faster than other segments 
of the economy, it’s time we took a 
closer look. 
The time is now! 


Bridge Lanes Should Be Kept Clear 


In an adjacent column, one of our 
readers deplores the situation in which 
the bridge commuters found themselves 
last week—stalled in bumper-to-bumper 
traffic because a motion picture com­ 
pany was using the Golden Gate bridge 
to take a picture of a submarine. 
We agree with our fuming reader that 
the bridge is designed to get people 
across the Golden Gate, not for the con­ 
venience of a motion picture crew. 
As he points out, paint crews and 


other repair crews on the span respect 
the problems of the commuter and don't 
block the lanes during rush hours. Why, 
he asks, shouldn’t other agencies? 
We think all agencies should. What's 
more, if the bridge board of directors 
hasn’t already passed a resolution in­ 
structing the general manager to make 
certain the lanes are free, it should be 
done. 
If such instructions do exist, steps 
should be taken to enforce them.

It is still touch and go whe­ 
ther the President will get 
from this Congress exactly the 
budget he has asked for. But 
on the broad principles which 
he has adopted, he seems now 
to be assured of support. 
These principles are that 
the next budget shall be bal­ 
anced approximately and that 
this shall be done not by rais­ 
ing taxes, but by h o l d i n g 
down military and civilian ex­ 
penditures. 
For the time being the bat­ 
tle the President is waging 
against inflation is going rea­ 
sonably well, in that the price 
level is on the whole stand­ 
ing still. 
• 
Nevertheless, t h e n e w s 
from the money markets gives 
little support to the idea that 
the battle against inflation is 
being won. 


THE TREASURY is having 
to pay very high rates for very 
short term money. The long 
term 
bond 
market 
is 
de­ 
pressed while stocks and real 
estate are booming. 
These are the classic signs 
of inflation, that is to say, of 
a lack of confidence t h a t 
money will conserve its pur­ 
chasing power. When there is 
this lack of confidence, people 
prefer to own tangible goods, 
as they do when they buy 
equity shares, to having what 
are promises to pay dollars in 
the future. 
The.behavior of the markets 
reflects the judgments of the 
great 
investing 
institutions 
with their expert advisors. 
These markets are, therefore, 
a kind of running Gallup Poll 
in which those who are ques­ 
tioned 
back 
their opinions 
with their money. They are 
saying that they expect a con­ 
tinuing inflation. 


WHEN WE ASK ourselves 
what is the basis of this pes­ 
simism, we must begin by re­ 
membering that there is no 
precise answer to this ques­ 
tion. We are dealing with a 
situation where a preponder­ 
ant majority of investors not 
only in this country but also 
abroad 
have 
come 
to the 
same 
practical 
conclusion, 
though not necessarily for the 
same reason*. 


The same conclusion they 
have come to is quite evident­ 
ly that in the battle against 
inflation the President has not 
produced a policy that is good 
for more than the next budget 
It may be that the 1960 
budget can be made to bal­ 
ance, though even this takes 
a certain amount of finesse in 
the bookkeeping. But if this 
particular budget is balanced, 
it will be done not by reduc­ 
ing expenditures, but by post­ 
poning them. 
If we look at our national 
commitments, it is unfortun­ 
ately all too probable that our 
position as a whole is going 
to be out of balance for years 
to come. 


OUR NATIONAL commit­ 
ments are for defense, for 
internal development, for wel­ 
fare and public f a c i l i t i e s . 
Lined up against these com­ 
mitments we also have com­ 
mitments to the farmers and 
to the veterans and to the 
taxpayers, who are expecting 
a tax reduction. 
There is no reason what­ 
ever to think that we shall be 
able to spend less. On the 
contrary, almost surely we 
shall feel compelled to spend 
more. 
The prospects in defense 
and in internal civilian im­ 
provements make it virtually 
certain that with our present 
tax structure and our normal 
rate of growth, there will be 
a heavy pressure against the 
balance of the budget. 


IS THERE A remedy? Cer­ 
tainly there* is no simple and 
easy one. 
What must come first, how*- 
ever, is to stop pretending 
that the 1960 budget is a gen­ 
uine and adequate answer to 
the problem of inflation. 
Then we have to begin de­ 
fining and posing the real 
questions which will confront 
us. They arrive from the fact 
that in order to balance the 
budget against the rising ex­ 
penditures which are inevit­ 
able, we must brace ourselves 
to the grim, the politically un­ 
touchable and unspeakable 
truth that we «hall have to 
raise more taxes.

Documents Tell History 


Of Native Sons Founding 


The original articles of in­ 
corporation of the Native Sons 
of the Golden West, signed by 
its founder — a native of Vir­ 
ginia — are on display at the 
Bermuda Palms convention hall 
for the 82nd Native Sons con­ 
vention 


They are included in a his­ 
torical collection being present­ 
ed as a “convention museum” 
by Frank S. Christy, the Na­ 
tive Sons grand marshal. 
Christy, who is a member of 
Sunset Parlor 26 of Sacramento 
said he salvaged the document 
from wreckage of the old su­ 
preme court and state library 
which was razed in 1951. 
Christy said he f o u n d it 
“quite by accident.” He was 
there to look through the ruins 
because he is keenly interested 
in state history, and always has 
his eyes open for a historical 
“find.” 


He hasn’t been idle, as 
visitors to the museum will 
find. It will be open to the 
public any time the conven­ 
tion is not in official session, 
he said. 


Christy has notices tacked up 
in 
antique 
and 
second-hand 
stores throughout the nation. 


If something of California in­ 
terest is tucked away on some 
musty shelf, he’s pretty sure 
to find out about it. 


“The most interesting thing 
about the articles of incorpor­ 
ation,” he said, “is that it was 
signed "by a Virginian.” The 
signer was Gen. Albert M. Winn 
the first mayor of Sacramento. 
He was the founder of the or­ 
ganization 
in 
San 
Francisco 
July 11, 1875. 


Christy also has on display 
I the first of the Admission 
Day ribbons made for thj; Na­ 
tive Sons first observance of 
that event, Sept. 9, 1875 in 
San Francisco. “It was found 
in a second-hand shop in New 
Orleans,” he said. “It took me 
16 years to find one.” 


Also in the collection is the 
proceedings of the Grand Par­ 
lor held in San Rafael in 1889. 
There are only two copies of 
this, as far as Christy knows. 


All these mementoes of the 
past are precious reminders to 
the Native Sons. That’s why, 
Christy said, they are either 
kept in a vault in Sacramento 
or in the Native Sons Building 
in the capital.

SACRAMENTO (UPR — 
Gov. Edmund G. B r o w n 
wants to see a speed-up of 
rapid 
transit planning to 
avoid “hopeless traffic con­ 
gestion” ten years from now 
in California's largest cities. 
The Governor yesterday en­ 
dorsed again a bill by Sen. 
John F. McCarthy iR-San Ra­ 
fael) to finance a rapid transit 
tube across San Francisco Bay 
if the area’s residents vole a 
master bond issue to build the 
rest of the system. 
Brown said he understood 
that the bill, which was block­ 
ed early this month in the Sen­ 
ate Transportation Committee, 
would soon be reset for further 
consideration. 
He said he was also watch­ 
ing “with great interest” inten­ 
sified efforts to develop a rapid 
transit system in the Los An­ 
geles area. 
Quoting 
state 
Director of 
Public Works Robert Bradford, 
the governor said that “all of 
our freeway plans are based 
on the presumption that rapid 
transit will be a reality in the 
Bay Area and in Greater Los 
Angeles within 11 years. 
“The state highway planners 
predict hopeless traffic conges­ 
tion at peak commute hours by 
1970 if a successful means of 
mass movement of workers to 
and from the job is not provid­ 
ed by that time,” Brown said.
